through tbe approaching winter, un- 
punished and ready, whenever tho 
favorble opportunity occurs, to take 
the war-path again. 

Meanwhile resort is had once more 
to the policy of treaty-making that 
has heretofore proved go demoraliz- 
ing and disgraceful. The Indians 
are still recognized as independent 
nationali.ics, powerless it 18 true, 
but recognized nevertheless, and 
then bribed and wheedled into obli- 
cations which are not kept invio- 
Tate by either party, and which, 
therefore, become new elements of 
trouble, expense and bloodshed. 
This kind of'playing at diplomacy 
is unworthy # great nation, and 
only prolong the present unsettled 
condition of affiairson the borders of 
cililization, and delays the inevita- 
ble destiny of the Indians to become 
the dependeit wards of the govern- 
ment or to be exterminated. Ex. 
perienceamply proves that a prompt 
assumption of authority, and the 
adoption of the former policy as 
rapidly as possible, would in the end 
prove less expensive than protract- 
ed war of extermination.

Fox base, cold-blooded, bare faced, 
outraycous misrepresentation and 
unmitigated lying, the Blanket across 
the way takes the premium.

light, in the combustlon,of, bodies, water 
must be its most powerful enemy. Pliny 
ssid about water: “This one element 
scemetli to rule and command all the rest.” 
We all know that water is the prominent 
agent by which these great physical and 
chemical changes ar effected, which the 
earth is continually undergoing, and the 
stupendous effécts produced by it through 
the long cycles of time, have given rise in 
this generation to some of the most inter- 
esting experiments in physical scicnce. 
Water, by the mechanical effects produced, 
has*superseded much human toil, and has 
administered to our wants, our pleasures 
and also our profits. Let us therefore join 
hand in hand here alsv, and profit by it. 
Let our mechanics exercise their ingenui- 
ty and with a firm will do something of 
lasting bencfit to the whole community. 
Surely the modern generation, now risen 
to the very pinnacle ofcultivatior, will not 
shrink back from a Jittle task which the 
ancivtnis of Bubylon and Niuevah, in dig- 
ging excayalions through the hardest gran- 
ite, considered nothing. In no part of the 
world,eyen in modertt times, las more sci- 
ence been evinced in pencttating the 
earth, thun is exhibited in some of the 
wells in Egypt, and it isto tlie Egyptian 
we are indebted for the only known 
method of sinking wells of great depth, 
through soils and quicksands, (as here iu 
our country,) by first constructing a curb 
of stone, brick or wood, which settles as 
the excayation is decpened, and thereby 
resists the pressure of the surrounding 
soil. To this last remar we wish to draw 
particular attention, inasmuch as it hits 
part of the evidence upon which we hare 
hased our plan. As our city is not just 
now ina condition to mect a large ex- 
pense, so we are compelled to work in a 
judicious manner, a plan that demands 
the smallest possible outlay, and also onc 
Ihat will suit tho purpose, now as well as 
in the future, for money now expended 
on things, as for example: laying and con- 
necting, pipes witlithd water tauk of the 
U. P. R. RB. Co., is not advisable, for the 
simple reason that there is no degree of 
permanency and self-control of the city 
aboutit; also pipes once laid and radia- 
ting from a cerlain point in question must 
be laid over again (which is exnensive 
work) as soon asa controversy between 
the parties arises. With due regard to 
the U. P. Co. and her generous feelings 
toward our city, we believe in the the city 
controlling her own affairs, and not being 
under any obligations to any outside con- 
cern whatsoever. 


According to our plan, let us select the 
highest and most elevated point in our 
city, there to sink a well having the shape 
of an oblong square, say 12x1¢ feet—we 
have taken that shape, not because it is 
the most substantial, but simply because 
it is the most economical and cheapest, as 
well as the best one adapted for the pur- 
pose. Only one well like the above, sunk 
down 80 fect, will supply our city with 
the necessary water fora long time to 
come, and when the water sccumulated 
therein is exhausted, in cases of fire, we 
will pronounce it 2 failure, but not until 
them, Some may argue and say thut such 
a well cannot be constructed without a 
burdensome outlay to our city; then figure 
on it,and you will see that such a well 
cau be made, braccd, etc., in fact complete 
in every respect, by our own workmen, 
including material, for the sum of $250.00. 
Admitting it, the next thing is to raise the 
water in the shaft ‘o the surface. Here 
we have numerous ‘devices to force and 
carry up water, but right hore we haye to 
benr in mind the severity of our winters 
occasionally, and search for a device that 
will not be affected by frost, nor hindran- 
ces of any kind from that source—no force 
pump. We advocate and hold to the chain 
pump. This pump is used now on almost 
every vessel sent on an Arctic expedition, 
and the others done away with. Such a 
pump, where the cylinder has a bore of 7 
inches, can be worked by 2 men, and if 
worked by 4 men, raising water to any 
reasonable height, will dischange one ton 
of water in 40 seconds. 

Our mechanics here can construct and 
set in order the entire pump, as wel as 
tiie carpenters and blacksmiths in the 
navy, and it is by no means necded to send 
the money for a pump of that kind to man- 
ufactories in the cast. We warrant the 
sane to work better than any other, and 
shall always be faund most willing to fur- 
nish the desired information necded in 
the construction of the same, Including 
everything, this pump with its appenda- 
ges, so that it may be worked cither by 
men or an anjmal, till cost $120.00. This 
punt is not only used extensively here in 
our principal cities, it is used in London; 
in fact itis the British chain pump, and 
no patent on it, It we demand further 
proof of its utility and usefulness, then let 
me refer to “Joseph’s well,” the most re- 
markable well ever made by men, over 
200 feet deep, at Cairo, in Egypt. Its 
magnitude and the skill displayed in its 
construction, which is perfectly unique, 
have never beech surpossed. All travelers 
speak of it with admiration, and a pump 
of the above description is used in that 
well, manufactured by common workmen, 
We see, then, from the preceding, that 
pump and well can be made for $370.00; 
add $80 to to the sum, for building and 
covering a frame house over the well, so 
as to keep out snow and cold, and also to 
give shelter to such whose business it is to 
work the machinery iu time ot need, 

Now we encounter the most expensive 
part of the vusiness—laying the pipes, 
here in this couatry, at least from 4 to 5 
fect below the surface, on account of the 
frost. We prefer thie “Vitrified Salt- 
Glazed Stoneware” pipes to the iron_or 
-Jead pipes, such as are now in use in St. 
Louis und New York. The six-inch pipe 
suits Lest, laid bélow the frost, commence- 
ing at the well and diverging in any de: 
sired direction, allowing on each 100 feet 
laid, 124 inch fall, it would give o carrying 
“capiicity of 84 galjons per minute, and un- 
der the same condition, with 6 inches fall, 
would give a carrying capacity of .69 gal- 
lons per minute at‘the plugs, One thous- 
and fect of the best 6-inch (ottside meus- 
ure) pipe will cost $200. Costs that ne- 
eruc for digging, and laying them, we 
have not figured on, as nybody seems to 
be able to give me an estimate, not being 
nequainted with the work. The descrip- 
tion given rela(cs only to‘water, conyeyed 
from the mouth of the.svell to about the 
same level at any other place desired, and 
not to the forcing of the water up to any 
building. This, however, may be done, 
and applied in two ware: eilher by build- 
ing a tower higher than any buiidings in 
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such a height; ‘and making it'work by the 
known rule, ‘‘water will seck its own ley 
cl;” or by using Montgolfier’s Ram, a 
plunger or force-pump,. or a good “spout- 
ing” engine at the fire plugs, (but not one 
‘unrivaled ‘in exterior decorations) will do 
the wvork successfully.

It is of handsome 
bronze metal, with a design representing 
two Indian warriors surrounding eg Sete 
Above on the pin is an arrow. On the back 
is the inscription: “Presented to ———— 
of Co. ———— Regt. ---———- Nu N.. G..” 

Around the edge are the words “Sioux 
Indian War, 1890-91.”’ 

The medals will be presented to the boys 
who did service in the late campaign on 
the recommendation of General Coiby. 

Chaplain Martin of the state industrial 
school, arrived last night and immediately 
demonstrated his fighting qualities by at- 
tacking v barb wire fence. At last accounts 
Chaplain Martin was slightly disfigured, 
but still in the ring. 

Captain E. Corvin who commands the

A THREATENED RIOT. 
Saturday and yesterday were excit- 
ing days in Council Bluffs, An INDE- 
VENDEN' reporter was on the grounds 
when 3000 workingmen came over from 

Omaha with flags flying, and banners 
floating. At Bayliss park they were 
joined by as many more Bluffs laborers 
and for atime fears were entertained 
that some demonstration of violence 
might occur. The militia re police 
were kept away from the scéne, lest it 
might excite the mub, who were deter- 
mined to. march to the Chicago & R. I. 
headquarters and demand a train to 
transport Kelly’s commonwealers to 
Chicago. Being assured that Kelly 
would not accept assistance proffered 
in such manner, and that he had ar- 
ranged to move east Sunday morning, 
with the assistance of relays of farm- 
er’s wagons, the highly excited crowd 
finally dispersed, Business was prac- 
tically suspended, the streets swarmed 
with excited people, and all eastern 
trains were sent via Missouri Valley, 
and Pacifie Junction to Omaha and the 
west, excepting mail trains, All rail- 
roads took the precaution to clear their 
yards of cars and engines, and not even 
a freight car was visible in the transfer 
yards where ordinarily there are acres 
of them, Even the women became ex- 
cited, tendering their assistance and 
lustily cheering the men on, Patrolmen 
were placed in the neighborhood of 4ll 
railroad property, and not until late at 
night had the excitement subsided and 
Kelly sympathizers returned to their 
homes. Sunday wagon loads of bread 
were forwarded to Kelley, who at 7 
o’clock was to break camp and continue 
his journey towards Washington. The 
unusual sympathy for the army seems 
to have grown out of the inhuman 
treatment they received by being com- 
pelled to sleep in mud, slush and rain 
outdoors, when proper shelter could 
have been afforded them without any 
expense whatever. 

A prominent Bluffite informed us that 
Council Bluif’s little experience with 
the industrials would cost the county 
at least $10,C00, and we felt satisfied 
that Grand Island had done wisely in 
providing a good square meal and pass- 
ing them along. Public opinion seemed 
to be largely against Iowa’s governor 
but more particularly against the sev- 
eral centering railroads some of whose 
managers seemed to have made the 
conditions unnecessarily aggravating, 
through puerilejudgmentand inflamm- 
atory orders regarding Cen. Kelly and 
his brigade.

CONFEDERATE PRISONS. 


‘fomorrow evening at the G. A, R. 
hall, Mr. Ralph O. Bates will relate his 
experiences and those of his friend, 
“Dick” King, in various rebel prisons 
during the war of the rebellion, com- 
mencing at Libby prison, an old to- 
bacco warehouse in Richmond, Va., 
and ending at Andersonville prison in 
Georgia. Bates, who was known in 
prison as “Billy,” enlisted from Mans- 
field, O.,in the summer of 1562, and 
was captured by the rebels at Cum- 
berland Gap in November of the same 
year. King, whose prison name was 
“Dick,” belonged to a Pennsylvania 
regiment ‘They first met in prison 
and were transferred from one prison 
to another, until they finally made their 
escapo from Ande sonville by digging 
2 tunnel under the pickets with an old 
knifeanda piece of tin, carrying the 
dirt in au old coat sleeve and throwing 
it in the creek until the work was done, 
working nights for eight months, and 
concealing the endof the tuunel with 
their fire resting on a piece of sheet 
iron. After escaping, “Billy” and 
“Dick” traveled many nights with 
bloodhounds on their trail, evading 
them only by going through swamps 
and across rivers, sometimes lying in 
the water for hours under logs with 
only enough of their heads out to get 
breath. ‘They lived on raw corn and 
raw potatoes found in the fields, Af- 
ter untold sufferings they reached the 
union lines and were sent to Washing 
ton, in the same clothes they wore in 
the rebel prison and bearing the num- 
erous wounds and bruises that had 
been inflicted upon them by their cruel 
captors, in order that President Lincoln 
might see with hisown eyes and hear 
with his ownears frau their lips the 
horrors of the rebel prison. Bates 
weighed only 5914 pounds and King 
641g. After remaining in the White 
House eight days they were sent home 
by President Lincoln. Afterwards 
the testified at the trial of gthat mon- 
ster, Wirtz, the Andersonville fiend, 
and saw him hung Oct. 10, 1865, as 
Bates had prophesied he would do 
when the wretch was shooting bullets 
into his body in Andersonville prison. 
Itis one of the most thrilling narratives 
ever heard. Ail classes of people, 
young and old, whether they served in 
the war of the rebellion or have come 
upon the fast fleeting stage of action 
since that great event in history, can- 
not fail to be enlightened and _ enter- 
tained by listening to this lecture. 
Comrade Bates resides in San Diego, 
Cal.

The Institute. 
The enrollment at the close of the 


.first day showed an attendance of one 


hundred and thirty-six teachers, the 
largest percent being those who have 
attended institutes of previous years. 
There is, however, a very noticeable 
addition of young people who are moved 
by their earliest aspirations for 
teachers* honors, as well as others of 
more mature years, who, by the 
séress of the times, are led to look 
toward .the coffers .of the public school 
for life’s necessities. It is evident at 
the close of the first day that Supt. 
Spink has made no mistake in his 
choice of workers. Prof. A. H. Water- 
house who has charge of the classes in 
physiology, geometery, physics, arith- 
metic and reading, is superintendent of 
the city schools at Weeping Water, 
and has had alarge experience in in- 
stitute work. Prof. W. T. Cline is of 
the faculty of the Wesleyan Universi- 
ty, at Lincoln, in which institution he 
has, for the past five years, held the 
historical chsir. His classes are: 
civil government, orthography, com- 
position, rhetoric, history and geogra- 
phy. Prof. E. E. Cole, principal of the 
high school of this place, who in- 
structs in botany, book-keeping, gram- 
mar, drawing and algebra, needs no 
introduction or commendation. The 
fact that he has been employed by 
every superintendent of this county, 
during his long residence here, and 
that he holds his own before his class- 
es amid all changes in the working 
force, is commendation enough. 

The institute is divided into three 
sections, all working at once, so there 
is idle time for no one. Yesterday’s 
work was as follows: .

READING—Necessity of reading 
aloud to become good readers : faulty 
habits acquired at school and correc- 
tion of same: methods in primary 
réading ; supplementary reading of 
children’s expressions. 

GEOGRAPHY—Assigment, of advance 
lesson—preparing Outlines—study of 
geography of Nebraska.

The Jury Brings in a Verdict of | neig:hborhood of seventy-five feet; coal 


Accidental Death. 


At 7 o’clock Saturday evening, Cor- 
onor Roeder and jury began their in- 
vestigation of the death of J. H. Ran- 
dall, the attorney who met sudden 
and violent death by being run over by 
anU. P. engine Saturday morning. 
Attorney Ryan conducted the examina- 
tion of witnesses, the result of which 
was taken by stenographer Miss Mary 
Seavey. 

Andrew Clary, a brakeman, was the 
first witness called, and testified in 
substance, that he was in front of the 
depot in the yards on engine 694; saw 
aman struck by engine 675; did not know 
him ; the engine was being backed to- 
ward the roundhouse ; was in charge 
of hostler Makeley and helper Frank 
Rabe; was about eight car lengths 
distant ; Randall was walking in the 
middle of track about a car length 
from the engine ; was going east; the 
engine was backing east; saw him 
struck ; engine was possibly running 
six.or seven miles an hour; did not 
notice whether the bell was ringing or 
not; yelled at Randall and shook my 
hand at him: when engine struck him 
he raised his head a little; the engine 
stopped not far from the body: engine 
694 was standing near on passenger 
track: went upto him after the ac- 
cident and he appeared as if he wanted 
tosay something, his lips quivered. 
Engine 694 was east of crossing stand- 
ing still; was sitting on fireman’s seat 
when! motioned to him. Did not 
notice position of Randall’s hands just 
before he was struck ; The engine went 
about three car lengths before stopping. 
Did not notice Makeley what he was 
doing ; was on north side of his engine. 
Just the fireman on engine 694, which 
stood something like 250 feet east of 
where accident happened. The whistle 
attracted Makeley’s attention and the 
fiteman hollowed to him that he killed 
aman and his engine was stopped 
about opposite. I was motioning to 
the man as our engine called for 
brakes. The signal was given just 
about the time he was struck. 

Thomas Cartwright, the fireman of 
engine 694 was the next witness. He 
saw deceased a short distance from the 
tank of 675, faced east; engine was in 
charge of Ed Makeley, backing east; 
couldn’t tell whether bell was ringing 
or not; when deceased was struck was 
several car lengths distant from us; 
did not see him struck; the engine went 
about two car lengths before stopping. 
Clary got off the seat, and when he 
hollowed I gave the whistle signal. 
Did not known who was on the engine 
with Makeley. Our engine was stand- 
ing still and train extended past the 
point where man was struck. Could 
not see track backing engine, as the 
vision would be obstructed. It is the 
hostler’s duty to take engines to the 
roundhouse, it was probably going five 
or six milesan hour. 675 is a freight 
engine, and the bell is rung by 
automatic air pressure. Sam Makeley 
sitting by cab window—did not see 
engine 675 start through the yards. 

Ed Makeley was next sworn. He is 
engineer and hostler employed by the 
U. P. company—had relieved the 
engineer when train stopped in yards— 
was backing light on passenger track. 
Did not see deceased until after he was 
killed; was running about four miles 
an hour. Had head out cab 
window when something shook engine 
and rattled levers of ash pan, when I 
drew my head in and noticed some- 
thing wron;: with ash pan lever rattling. 
Heard signal whistle and looked out 
and saw signal given tostop. Bell was 
ringing—it was set to ring when engine 
came in—put on air and reversed 
and run a car length or more 
before stopping—did not sce anybody 
ontrack. Cars were on second or third 
track. Train No. 17 was moving. De- 
ceased was truck about 100 feet from 
crossing—did not go back to body—did 
not run engine west, the switches were 
all throwed to back up. When first 
heard the signal thought something 
was wrong with the tank. Looking 
over the tank or to one side the track 
could not be seen nearer than 30 or 35 
feet from the tender. 

Frank Rabe, the helper, was the 
next witness. His testimony was sub- 
stantially the same as the other wit- 
nesses, and was with Makeley on en- 
ginc 675 when the accident occurred. 
Got on the passenger track at west end 
of yards—was sitting on south side of 
engine looking east, same direction 
the engine was going—did not see de- 
ceased ; beard holloing and told Make- 
ley to stop; did not feel any jar of en- 
gine; heard whistle: run about two 
car lengths before stopping; saw de- 
ceased on track after he was run over: 
thought engine not going much faster 
than a man could walk: bell was ring- 
ing; train was moving on track north 
of us; engine north of us was standing 
still ; cannot see ceuter of track look- 
ing back from cab window in less than 
thirty to forty feet; yards were open; 
was going slower than usual. 

Hostler Makeley was then recalled | 
by the jury and stated he was working 
light steam, no noise except ringing of 
the bell. and train No. 17 as it went by: ! 
engine was backing at about four! 
miles an hour; could stop some engines ' 
quicker than others, possibly the' 


had been taken from pit, the rack was 
full; when heard and saw signal 
thought it was for him; distance from 
where the man was struck to where 
the engine stopped was fifty feet or 
more ; engine was examined by ma- 
chinist for blood, only a small piece of 
flesh being found on the bottom of the 
pilot. 

Coroner Roeder then stated to the 
jury the condition of the body when 
examined by him. 

Brakeman E. C. Roat next testified 
that he came in on train 19, cut off the 
engine, went with it tothe end of the 


yards and was backing down the main. 


track; was standing in gangway look- 
ing north; did not see deceased until 
after he was run over; heard signals; 
was going at usual rate, four or five 
miles an hour; saw freight cars; 694 
was not moving; bell was ringing; 
didn’t notice anything unusual about 
the engine; went to the body after en- 
gine stopped ; tracks are about eight 
feet apart; yards were clear; did not 
know what was said when accident was 
first discovered. 

Makeley was recalled, remembered 
having charge of engines which in- 
jured Elliot and Crow; engines virtu- 
ally the same build: stopped as soon 
as got signal. 

The jury then retired and after be- 
ing out about half an hour, brought in 
the following Verdict:

The Last Sad Rites. 

Never before in the history of this 
city has death caused more general sor- 
row than was noticed yesterday when 
the last rites were given over the cas- 
ket which contained the remains of J. 
H. Randall. It was spontaneous, gen- 
uine sympathy, welling from the hearts 
of thousands of people. At8 o’clock 
the Knights of Pythias met at their 
Castle Hall and shortly after escorted 
the hearse to the residence, the Pacific 
band leading the column. At the res- 
idence of the deceased, a short funeral 
service was held, Rev. Mr. Clark, of 
the Presbyterian church offering a 
touching prayer, and music from a se- 
lected choir. After the exercises at 
the house the funeral cortege was 
formed to march tothe depot where 
the remains were to be taken on No. 6 
to their final resting place at Daven- 
port Iowa. The procession was led by 
the Pacific band playing a dirge, next 
came the hearse escorted by eight pall 
bearers in full uniform of the Uniform 
Rank K. of P., followed by a double 
column of Knights of Pythias mem- 
bers, the Hall county bar association, 
and a long line of carriages. At the 
depot over a thousand people had as- 
sembled to take a last look at the cas- 
ket as it was put aboard the train and 
to extend sympathy to the bereaved 
family. On every hand nothing but 
expressions of sorrow and sympaty 
were heard, and when the band played 
‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,” there were 
but few eyes in the vast crowd which 
did not glisten with a tear. 

Mrs. Randall and little son and her 
mother and sister were made as com- 
fortable as possible in a sleeping car 
for the long and sorrowful journey. 
The remains were accompanied to Da- 
venport by a special committee of the 
K. P. lodge, Messrs. O. H. Tracy and 
Gus. Weiss, transportation being gen- 
erously provided by the Union Pacific 
company.

Sudden Death of Samuel Urbach. 


Before the tension of excitement 
caused by the horrors of Friday and 
Saturday could pass away, the start- 
ling announcement was made yester- 
day morning that Samuel Urbach was 
dying. The report was verified. Sat- 
urday evening he retired as usual 
about 10:30 o’clock, and about 1:30 a.m.

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THE WAR OUTLOOK. 
Yow It Would Affect Commerce Between 

China, Japan and the Upited States. 

New York, July 30.—In view of the 
outbreak of war between China and 
Japan some apprehension 1s felt in 
commercial circles as to the effect 
upon the trade of this country. 

Our commerce with the Orient is 
very extensive, and- is largely in com- 
modities that can only be obtained 
therefrom. Hence, if the present dif- | 
ficulty should reach such a pitch that-. 
the principal seaports of China and ~ 
Japan should be blockaded there 
might be a serious scarcity of certain 
commodities, and consequent higher | 
prices for them. 

The principal imports from Japan 
are tea, of which an average of 45,- 
000,000 pounds is imported annually; | 
in fact nearly all the Japanese teas | 
consumed outside that country find a 
market here. The China tea comes | P 
principally from Shanghai, which an- | 
nually exports 24,000,000 pounds; | 
Amoy, which exports 23,000,000 pounds : 
and Foo Chow, which exports 6,000,- 
000 pounds.

The only port in China which would 
not be blocked is Hong Kong. That 
port ts absolutely free and will remain ' 
80, for it is in every sense of the word 
a colony of Great Britain. The only

other parts of the world. Inquiry is 
being made as to how far these treaty 
rights extend, and if Japan should un- 
dertake, with her powerful navy, to 
blockade the ports of China, would 
the foreign powers interfere? It is 
deemed doubtful by the well informed 
if they would have the right to do so. 
It is reasoned that if a blockade is es- 
tablished at the principal ports its ct- 
fect would shortly be felt on impor- 
tations from those countries.

ance with China. 

So far the war has not had the 
slightest effect on the trade here in 
the Chinese and Japanese commodi- 
ties, except, perhars: to render im- 
porters a little more cautious and : 
more disposed to anticipate their ~ 
wants.

ST ND BY THE CITY AND COUNTY, 


The Democrat and populist Freo 
Press are particularly embittered 
against Mr. Oxnard either because he 
saw fit to locate and invest his money 
in Hall county—else that he did not 
subsidize those editors immediately 
when he arrived in thecity. Hardly an 
issue since the above papers have been 
in existence but they have maligned 
the Oxnard company for investing in 
Hall county and erecting the great beet 
sugar industry in our midst. 

It bas been found necessary in order 
to kill the industry that they even 
sacrified the interests in their respective 
parties in doing ge, and have separately 
and jointly by unscrupulous tactics dis 
rupted the democrat and populist par- 
ties in the county, until today a sickly 
fusion exists, that is, neither party is 
satisfied with its condition nor with the 
candidates they have to support. And 
this condition hus been bruught about 
largely because the aforesaid papers 
were determined to “kill the sugar in- 
dustry,” and today by their platform 
are pledged to support only such as 
will see to a proper burial of the 
remains. 

Mr. Oxnard came to Grand Island 
several years ago, a stranger, entered 
into certain agreements with our citi- 
zens and the state, and was not nig- 
gardly iu the amount invested to assure 
the success of the industry. It was 
experimental large y both with the pro- 
ducer and manufacturer, aud coupled 
with the fact that several unfavorable 
seasons followed the success of the in- 
dustry was consiaered very doubtful 
until last year when the couuty was 
blessed with a fairly good crop 
and there was suflicient evidence that 
with proper surroundings the beet 
sugar industry would continually 
become one of the greatest agricultural 
products in Nebraska. 

A bounty at the outset was guaran- 
teed thieOxnardCo.by the state, and this 
iuducement secured the factory or 
this city when the conditions otherwise 
were much more favorable for the com- 
pany in California. Uardly had the 
bricks dried in the walls of the great 
vuildings until the state repudiated its 
obligation, and populist legislators 
sent down to Lincoln from Hall 
county were largely instrumental in 
vringing about the repeal of this act. 
And the state still owes the said com- 
pany several thousand dollars bounty 
money which has never been 
paid. Not only has this discouragement 
been brought about, but the ‘personal 
and vindictive war waged continuously 
through the democratic and populist 
press was svfficient in itself to have 
driven from the field long ago most 
any company of capitalists. But the 
farmers who raised beets last season 
and this, and the hundreds of laborers 
given work in the beet fields and at the 
tactory during the season,have observed 
that they have been misled aud mis- 
represented by the populist legislators 
the past four years, who have given 
nothing in return for the great 
industry which they are endeavoring 
to drive from our midst and a change 
is coming over them. 

With McKeighanio congress, John- 
son, Rief and Lee in the legislature, it 
would matter very little what pernici- 
ous legislation was proposed to drive 
‘from this state the beet sugar industry 
they would be fighting for it, while 
with Andrews, Caldwell, Harrison and 
Rouse the company would at least not 
be increased with laws that might 
require them to pay a royalty for bring- 
ing capital iuto the state for invest- 
ment.

On Monday last waa the seventy -second 
anniversary of the completion of tho first 
railway in the world ovened for goneral 
trafic. September 27, 1825, the Stockton 
& Darlington line of England,with twenty- 
one miles of complete sicgle track, com-

NOTHING STARTLING. 


Monotony at Camp Thomas Broken. 
CHICKAMAUGA, July 18, 1898, 


Sunday was another very quiet day 
incamp. In the morning Chaplain 
Tate conducted the usual Sunday de- 
votional exercises which attracted a 
large congregation. 

At nine o’clock Prof. Miller con- 
ducted his band in front of regiment- 
al headquarters and played a number 
of patriotic selections in commemo- 
ration of the raising of the stars and 
stripes over Santiago at that time. 
The event elicited the usual amount 
of enthusiasm. In the afternoon the 
writer in company with several other 
members of the regiment rode over 
to Snodgrass hill where a meeting 
had been called of all members of the 
Phi Celta Theta fraternity. We ar- 
rived a trifle late but had the plea- 
sure of meeting brother fraternity 
men from Ohio, Illinois, [ndiana, Ne- 
braska Missouri, Wisconsin and Ten- 
nessee. We retu:ned in the evening 
after arranging for another meeting 
next Sunday. In company with Cap- 
tain Hayward I accompanied several 
of the Fifth Missouri to their quar- 
ters and messed with them. We did 
not enjoy the trip tothe hill, being 
disappointed by the non appearance 
of a vehicle we had ordered to trans- 
port us to the place, and had to re- 
sort to horses.

ASSEMBLY OF ALL INDIAN TRIBES 


Omaha, July 15.—Congress has set 
aside a special fund of $40,000 to be ex- 
pended in creating at Omaha the rarest 
ethnological exhibition ever attempted:in 
this or any other Jand. Situated in the 
heart of the great American union, within 
easy reach of all the remaining great In- 
dian reservations, it has been possible 
here, at comparatively slight expense, to 
gather upon the Exposition grounds a 
show which would be possible nowhere 
else in America. 

Sioux from the Dakotas, Omabas and 
Winnebagos from Nebraska, Sac3 and 
fcxes from Iowa, Chippewas from Minne- 
sota, Kickapoos from Kansas, Mandans 
from North Dakota, Crows, Blackfeet, 
Cheyennes and Flatheads from Montana, 
Sheepeaters, Bannocks and Nez Perces 
from Idaho, Yakimas from Washington, 
Utes from Colorado, Arapahoes and 
Sboshones from Wyoming, Pivtes from 
Neyada. Zunis, Moquis, Navajos and 
Apaches from Arizona and New Mexico, 
Diggers and Mojayves from California, 
Umatillas from Oregon, and representa- 
tives from Indian Territory and Okla- 
homa of Creeks, Chickasaws, Chocktaws, 
Seminoles. Cherokees, Osages, Otoes, 
Tonkawas, Kiowas, Comanches, Poncas, 
Iowas, Quapaws, Delawares. Kaws and 
other tribes and remnants of tribes con- 
greated in their wickiups, tents, tepees 
wigwams and cabins, pursuing their 
usual avocations and illustating their 
dances, religious rites and savage cus- 
toms, and make up a show unlike any- 
thing ever before presented. 

Delegations from every tribe in the 
Union will be on the grounds at one time 
or another during the Exposition. Each 
type will be exhibited in appropriate 
costume with weapons, utensils, industri- 
al appliances, ceremonial objects, burial 
structures aud handiwork.

CONSPIRACY AND FRAUD. 


@RAND JURY BREAKS SILENCE 


Returns Three Indictmengs in Oregon 
Land Cases—-Congressman Binger 
Herman and Agents of Michigan 


Lumber Company Also Named. 


Pertland, Ore., Feb. 1—After many 
days of silence the federal grand jury 
returned three indictments in  con- 
mection with the investigation into the 
land frauds which, it is alleged, have 
been perpetrated upon the United 
States government. 

The first indictment is against 
United States Senator John H. Mitch- 
el], Congressman Binger Hermann, S. 
A. PD. Puter, Horace G. McKinley, 
Emma L.. Watson, Daniel W. Tarpley, 
Elbert K. Brown, Nellie Brown, his 
wife; Henry A. Young, Frank H. Wal- 
gamot, Clarke & Loomis and Salmon 
B. Ormsby. ‘They are charged with 
having couspired on Feb. 1, 1902, to 
defraud the United States government 
of public lands located in township 
11 south and range 7 by preparing 
and signing aflidavits as to the occu- 
pation and settlement of these lands. 

Senator Mitchell is specifically 
charged with having, at Washfngton, 
D. C., on March 3, 1902, unlawfully 
prepared an affidavit for Emma lL. 
Watson to sign, in which Mrs. Watson 
untruthfully swore that she was a 
bonafide settler on a portion of these 
lands. It also charges that Senator 
Mitchell prepared unlawfully an affi- 
davit for S. A. D. Puter to sign, in 
which Puter is alleged to have sworn 
that he knew the contents of the Wat- 
son affidavit were true. The indict- 
ment charges that Mitchell received 
&S a compensation for his alleged 
services the sum of $2,000, paid to 
him by Puter. The indictment goes 
on to state that in pursuance of the 
conspiracy Senator Mitchell intro- 
duced Puter to William A. Richards, 
assistant commissioner of the general 
office at Washington, stating that Pu- 
ter was one of the most honorable cit- 
izens in the state. 

The second indictment is against 
Henry W. Miller, Frank E. Kincart, 
Martin G. Hoge and Charles Nickell, 
late of Medford, Ore. It charges that 
these persons on Aug. 31, 1904, unlaw- 
fully conspired to procure 100 other 
persons to commit perjury by making 
false oaths that certain lands in the 
Medford land district, known as tim- 
ber and stone lands, were being 
bought in good faith and not for pur- 
poses of speculation. These persons 
falsely swore that they had not con- 
tracted to sell these lands, when in 
fact they were buying them on spec- 
ulation. 

The third indictment charges Mayor 
William Davis of Albany, Ore., with 
having uttered a false affidavit. 

No specific charge is made against 
Mr. Hermann, as is done in the case 
of Mr. Mitchell. The indictment has 
the twofold object of connecting El- 
bert K. Brown and his wife with the 
caSe and removing any illegality that 
might have occurred when- Messrs. 
Mitchell and Hermann were first In- 
dicted. At that time Mr. Heney was 
assistant United States district attor- 
ney and for fear that he might not 
be vested with ample authority to, of 
his own volition cause a legal indict- 
ment, it was thought best to reindict 
under the same charges. KMcart 
and Miller, named in the second in- 
dictment, are said to be agents of a 
lumber company in Micftigan. 


A Katlway's Gardening Venture.

M’INTYRE PLEADS GUILTY 
Forger Wanted in Many Cities Ar- 
raigned in Tombs Court 
New York, Feb. 1—Philip Mcln- 
tyre of Nashville, Tenn., pleaded 
guilty to a charge of passing a fraudu- 
lent check on the Citizens’ National 
bank of Norfolk, Va., when arraigned 
in the Tombs police court. MclIn- 
tyre was arrested here several days 
ago upon the arrival of a steamer 
from Vera Cruz, charged with passing 
a worthless draft at a bank in the City 
of Mexico. The original charge 
against McIntyre was dismissed g™ér 
a hearing before United States Com- 
missioner Shields, but in the mean- 
time a private detective bureau en- 
tered a complaint against the man, 
charging that the police had been 
searching for the prisoner for months 
and that he was wanted in more than 
twenty cities on a charge of fraudu- 
lently obtaining money from banks. 
The charge to which he pleaded 

guilty was one of these. 


Bowden Reduces Record. 
Ormond, Fla., Feb. 1.—The greatest 
automobile meeting ever held in this 
country or any other country, so far 
@s smashing records is concerned, 
closed here. The last performance 
was the running of a mile in 32°4-5 
Beconds by H. L. Bowden in his twin 
Bixty-horse power car. After the 
day’s events had been finished he 
asked permission of the officials to 
try for the kilometer and mile records 
and the course was cleared for him. 
Unfortunately the kilometer time was 
not caught on the automatic, but sev- 
eral watches gave it as 2034 seconds, 

the world’s record being 21 2-5.

Apple- 
yard has been indicted by the supreme 
court grand jury on a charge of grand 
larceny in taving obtained from the 
German bank $50,000 on bonds now al- 
leged to be worthless.

Chicago, Feb. 1—At a joint meet- 
ing of the western and gulf lines 
held here for the purpose of consider- 
ing grain rates and differentials, it 
was found impossible to reach an 
amicable adjustment and at the con- 
clusion of the meeting it was an- 
nounced by the officials of the gulf 
lines that they would not allow the 
western lines to maintain a 3-cent 
‘differential over them. It is consid- 
ered probable that the gulf roads will 
set on file reduced tariffs in order to 
increase the present differential be- 
tween the guif and Atlantic ports. 


Kansas Senate After Trusts, 

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 1—The Kansas 
senate adopted a resolution providing 
for an investigation of all the corpor- 
ations doing business in Kansas. This 
includes the packers, Standard Oil 
company and others. If any of the 
corporaticns are found to be operating 
in opposition to the provisions of the 
anti-trust law proceedings will be 
brought at once. Speaker F. R. Stubbs 
of the house of representatives an- 
mounces himself as favorable to the 
investigation, wishing that special at- 
tention be given to the Standard Oil 
company.

‘The salaries paid are {neufticlent 
in view of the grade of talent de- 
manded for the work of instruction. 
It 18 unlversally recognized that 
strong Qualtties are called for ina 
teacher, and that a successful teacher 
ig one who can succeed likewlee in a 
multitude of ways outside the pro- 
fession of teaching. Yet we are will- 
Ing to pay to our children’s teacher 
a sulary in many cnees, far leas than 
le pald to the keeper of our horses 
and cattle. 

The salaries paid are inauftictent Jn 
view of the large amount of techni- 
cul preparation required for the per- 
formance of the duties of the office. 
Years of preparation are required; 
first 1n the high school, and later in 
the professtonal school or college. 
Is it justice to those who have pur- 
sued this labortous course that in 
the cnd they should tind themselves 
limited to a salary so smull as to 
seem pitiful in view of the hardship 
undergone and the expense which 
baa been Incurred?

But the darkest hour Is 
just before the dawn, and there {s 
still hope. Predictions of a final rup: 
ture today certainly will not be justi- 
fied unless Baron Komura figuratively 
picks up his hat and anmounces that 
it is useless to proceed further. M. 
Witte at least will not be so precip! 
tate. At today's session, after article 
2 (the limitation of Russia’s sea power 
in the far east) and artiele 12 (fishing 
rights on the littoral) are disposed of, 
he will favor an adjournment until 
Monday to hear the last word from 
St. Petersburg. Pessimism is based 
on the fact that no progress was made 
yesterday. The exchange of views at 
the morning session on article 9 (re 
muneration for the “cost of the war’) 
showed at once that the plenipoten- 
tiaries were as far apart as the poles, 
and it was passed over. Article 10 
(the surrender of the interned Rus- 
sian warships) was also passed, not, 
in the opinion of one of the present 
plenipotentiaries, when the Associated 
Press correspondent saw him, because 
ft could not have been arranged, but 
because with the shadow of the twa 
main poimta in dispute hanging over 
the conference, both sides were cau- 
tious and preferred to postpone it to 
the end. Article 2 (limitation of sea 
power) {s also adjustable after modi- 
fication, and article 12 will present no 


difficulties. So that the situation is 
practically where it was when M. 
Witte last Saturday presented the 


Russian reply with its nom possimus 
articles 6 and 9 (indemnity amd Sak 
halin). 

Only Chance Is Compromise. 

The only chance is now compromise 
—Russia to yield Sakhalin and Japan 
{ndemnity. Neither will yield both, 
and perhaps Japan at the final show- 
ing of hands will yield neither. M. 
Witte, under the instructions given 
him before he left St. Petersburg, can 
agree neither to pay war tribute nor 
cede a foot of Russian territory. St. 
Petersburg, therefore, in the last re 
sort remains to be heard from. Doubt- 
less this is the reason why he prefers 
a& postponement over Sunday. Baron 
Komura probably will welcome an ad- 
jJournment of two days in order that 
he also may Iay the situation before 
his government before its final de- 
cision. The sudden revival of deep 
pessimism was induced by the dis- 
patches given out when the plenipo- 
tentiaries returned to the hotel, that 
RO progress had been made. The few 
words M. Witte said to the foreign 
newspaper correspondents were as 
usual not encouraging. He looked 
tired and said nothing had been ac- 
complished. 

No very great hope was vouchsafed 
in the Japanese camp. “We are not 
bluffers,” said Mr. Sato, and from am 
authoritative source the Associated 
Press correspondent received a dis- 
tinctively bad impression regarding 
the outlook. It was coupled, however, 
with an expre®ion of the hope that 
if it developed that the conference 
was going to pieces, President Roose- 
velt might again step in. 

“We have heard that the president, 
having brought us together, has 
washed his hands of further responsi-

CONGER WILL RETURN TO CHINA 


WIll Go Back te Peking on Special 
Mission Cencerning Boycott. 


Oyster Bay, Aug. 18—Edwin H. 
Conger of Iowa, formerly United 
States minister to China, and since 
last April the American ambassador 
to Mexico, will return in the near fut- 
ure, if present plans are carried into 
effect, to China. His mission will be 
of a semi-diplomatic pature, the spe- 
cific purpose of which will be toa _y, 
if possible, the agitation aroused in 
parts of the Chinese einpire against 
the use by the Chinese of American 
products. 

Ambassador Cunger, who has been 
Scarcely more than three months at 
his new post in the City of Mexico, 
was summoned to the United States 
to confer with the president about ihe 
Chinese boycott of American gouds. 
He had a long conference with the 
president. While neither the presti- 
dent nor Ambassador Conger cared to 
discuss for publication the nature of 
their interview, it is known that the 
ambassador will not return to Mexico, 
and that arrangements are making for 
his projected mission to Peking. 

Mr. Conger spent eight years !n 
China as the American minister. He 
is well known and popular among the 
officials of the Peking government and 
{s influential also among the Japa 
nese, who are regarded as likely to 
play -an important role in the interna: 
tional affairs of China from this time 
forward. While definite details of the

Commits Suicide. 


A divorce case which has excited 
many persons living in the northern 
part of Halil county and southern part 
of Howard county came to a climax 
Tuesday when Joe Toman committed 
suicide. The State Journal corre- 
apondent from St. Paul gives the ac- 
count of it as follows: . 

Joseph Toman, a Bohemian farmer, 
aged about 53 years, committed aui- 
cide Tuesday morning eat his aome, 
three miles east of St. Paul. The 
deed was the result of domestic trou 
bles. Two months ago Toman’s wife 
filed a petition for divorce, alleging 
cruelty, going with her five year old 
zon to live with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Soff, several miles distant. 
A cross petition by the detendunt 
charged the woman with indiscretions, 
naming two well known citizene and a 
non-resident as her partners. The re- 
anit was a deadly fend between two 
factions which subsequent develop- 
ments failed to mollify. Two weeks 
ago Mrs Toman was awarded tempor- 
ary alimony pending trial of the case 
at the fall term of district court and 
since that time her husband bas been 
very melancholy. Last week he ap- 
peared at the hume of her parents and 
threatened to shoot her and poison 
himeelf onless the case was dismissed 
This she refused to do but instead filed 
a coniplaint againat him fur aseaolt 
and battery. 

The case was to have been tried 
Tuesday. Toman patrolled a bridge 
across the Lonp river fur several houra 
Tuesday morning, waiting for his 
wife, whom he knew would come to 
town to attend the trial. Sheriff 
Alexander was notiGed of his suspi- 
cious actions and mounted guard over 
noim, When the desperate man saw 
that be was watched he returned to 
hia bome and announced his suicidal 
intentions to a son who lived witb 
him. The young man tried to take 
the revolver away from him but was 
unsnecessful. 

The bullet entered just above the 
right ear and death was instantaneous. 
Mr Toman had been twice married and 
was the father of three grown sons, 
besides the ttle boy who went away 
with his mother. He was one of the 
earliest settlers of Howard county and 
was well knowy throughout the Loup 
country It was thought that murder 
was averted only by the watch which 
was kept over the desperate man Tues- 
day moning.

An Ex-Russian’s Story of the 


Empire's Lawlessness. 


THE UNDERWORLD NOW IN POWER 


Of All Muncovite Terrorn the Uliganti 
Are the Worst, Says Joseph Mandel- 
kern—Murder, Robbery and Graft 


Everywhere—Fear of Law Dead, 


All Classes Cry For au Change, 


Joseph Mandelkern, a real estate 
dealer in New York, returned a few 
days ago from along visit to hls native 
Russia, the first he has been able to 
make Ino twenty-three yeurs, and he 
brings back a thrilling stury of the 
things he saw there, says the New 
York ‘Times. 

A nation dm dissolution; a yovern- 
ment too weak to govern but still 
Ktrong enough to Kill and rob until 


the deluge comes; t people tov des- 
perate to fear death, yet too fatalistic 
to court Hl; a land full of murder aud 
robbery and terrors of every kind; the 
fear of God and the fear of the ezar 
supplanted by fear of a new power, 
the Uliganl, organized robbers of the 
underworld--these were what Mr. 
Mandelkern siys he found in Russia. 

And of all the terrors in Russia he 
fuund this newest, the Ullgani, the 
worst. When he left the eity of Bielus- 
tok, Jn Russian Poland, as a youth, to 
seck lis fortune In the United States 
the very word Uligan! was unknown. 
Now It met his ear on the railroad 
train that carried him from Germany 
Into Russia within a few minutes aft- 
er he had passed the boundary at 
Aloxundrovo. It entered Into every 
conversation he held, with friends or 
strangers, in his home city. He heard 
{t uttered in terror at the bier of a 
murdered friend. ‘When he looked for 
his dead father’s gravestone the same 
word was whispered into his ear by 
the gravedigger us a warning. When 
he wanted to seek rest and recreation 
In a public park he heard It again on 
the lips of the gendarme. 

The Ulgani are the workless and 
homeless, the tramps and outcasts, the 
men nnd women without memories or 
hupes or tes, of whom Gorky has writ- 
ten. Taking advantage of the chaotic 
state produced by the war and the 
passive resistance of the people, Mr. 
Mandelkern says, they have instituted 
a reign of terror throughout whole 
provinces. Thelr meetings are held in 
the graveyards at night. Orgles take 
the place of debates. Without religion 
and without morals, they think only of 
satisfying the animal pussions which 
have so long been suppressed by the 
fron hand of law. 

At these graveyard conferences the 
victims are picked and committees of 
extortion sappointed. Then by twos 
and threes the Uligani make their 
dreaded calls. The demand in every 
case is the same—money or your life. 
No man who owns property is safe. 
No man who refuses has a chance of 
escape unless be deserts all and flees 
to another land. ‘The troops and the 
police are powerless. Pitched battles 
have been fought between them and 
the Uliganl, and the men in unjform 
have always #&ot the worst of it, the 
courage of despair conquering over 
the unwilling bravery that is only 
prompted by duty and discipline. 

Another thing he found in Russia. 
The old fear of speaking aloud forbid- 
den truths has vanished. <A feeling of 
recklessness pervades the nation from 
the highest to the lowest. A rich man- 
ufacturer of vodka and a Warsaw bar- 
ber, a cavalry colonel and a police cap- 
tain, a Moscow cab driver and a St. 
Petersburg hotel porter—all repeated 
the same refrain: “It is all changed. 
‘The game is now open. Why should 
we not speak? If they kill us can that 
be worse than what we are suffering 
now ?” 

It took Mr. Mandelkern two yeurs to 
arrange matters so that he could re- 
turn to Russia without fear of the au- 
thoritles. He had to have a complete 
discharge as a Russian subject before 
his American passport could be of any 
value to him. Once it was In his 
bands he hurried to Bielostok, where 
his uged mother was still alive. It was 
not until be bad reached Russia that 
his eyes became opened to what was 
going on around him, and he became 
filled with an Irresistible desire to 
learn as much as possible about this 
nation in transformation. 

Iwo things lelped him to overcome 
obstacles that would have been fnsur- 
mountable to most other men. They 
were his complete familarity with the 
Russian and Pollsh languages and bis 
American citizenship. He carried with 
him two American tiags of silk, which 
he was in the habit of displaying con- 
spicuously in his room. To those who 
knew no better he lect those flags serve 
us tokens of ebullient patriotism. Real- 
ly he displayed them because they 
were the talismans that, set all natives 
talking. ‘“Amerikanistt,” they cried, 
and their eyes glistened. ‘From Amer- 
ica—from the lucky land. Then you 
tre no spy.” And while they talked 
Mr. Mandelkern lstened and made 
note. 

“J remember when I was a student,” 
he sald. “That was in the days when 
the bureaucracy still was all power- 
ful and when to breathe anything 
ngainst the government was worth 
one’s freedom if not one’s life. But 
now it is all changed. Bverybody talks 
in Russia today, and nobody cares. 
That's a step forward at least.” 

On the train that carried him from 
Alexandrovo, on the German frontier, 
to Bielostok he met the new spirit for 
the first time. The first inkling of ft 
came from the chief conductor, who 


spotted Mr. Mandelkern for a foreign- 
er by nis satcpel. Lue Craveler, mig: 


ful of the old days, replied quickly thal 
pe would not listen to any talk about 
politics. The white bearded conducto} 
laughed. 

“We all talk,” he said. “Whom have 
we to fear? The government—pooh! 
Everybody knows that a change has 
got to come.” 

A few weeks later a barber at War: 
saw, who looked like a prince, said the 
same thing. “You know they cannot 
kdl] us all. They may kill me and the 
next man aud a hundred of us, but il 
must come to an end sooner or later 
And then the rest of us will be free 
That's why It Is not as of old, That's

Uligant; not the pressure from above, 
but the pressure from below, that the 
ordinary citizen has come to fear most, 
Mr. Mandelkern sald. In Bielostok ha

what the Uligani were and what work 
they did. He had a friend named Mo- 
ren, & manufacturer who employed 50d 
men In his cloth factory and who neve 
bad had a quarrel! with his laborers, 
One day while Mr. Mandelkern was at 
Moren's house the latter was visited by 
three men, They were dressed In blue 
blouses of a particular cut and wore 
short siicks. These two, it seemed, 
were thu insignia of the Uligani. ‘They 
were dirty and unkempt and insolent 
Their demand was for 500 rubles, to be 
pid befure JU o'clock the next day. 


“Who ure you?’ asked the manufac 
turer. “L know the Bund (the central 
body of the Social! Democratic purty) 


and | know the Achrana (the Citizens’ 
Protective association). You represent 


peither, Show ure who you are and | 
will pay, but to any man walking ty 
from the street Pl not give up money.” 


“Neyer mind who we are,” rejoined 
the visitors. ‘Never mind why you 
should pay. Pay you must for protec: 
tion, fur your own life’s sake.” 

That day Moren spoke to his work 
men and asked if the demands came 
from them, 

“No, little father,” said their spokes- 
man. “We have no quarrel with thee. 
Thuu art ever fair. Those men were 
Ullgani. Don’t pay.” 

Phe next night the three men came 
to Moren’s house und forced their way 
in. They pretended to have a telegram 
to dellver and a servant girl opened 
the door. Once inside, the ruffians 
made thelr way to the bedroom. Moren 
was already in bed. His frightened 
and erying wife was told that they 
bad come to take her bhusband’s life. 
The centenarian father of the manu- 
facturer was roughly thrown into a 
corner, Three revolver shots finished 
the doomed man, aud then, because 
one of the murderers thought that llfe 
still remained In the body, he drew a 
long knife and plunged It to the hilt 
into the heart of the victim. 

Mr. Mundelkern called on the chiet 
of police next day to learn if anytbiug 
could be done to secure punishment 
of the murderers. He found that they 
were well known, but the chief re 
fused to uct. “What can I do?” said 
be. “Four of my predecessors have 
been killed by bombs in six months. In 
that time only ten Cossacks have been 
killed. I want to live.” ‘Three weeks 
later a bomb was thrown at this man 
while he was riding with lis son, a 
student, and both were killed. 

From the chief of police, Mr. Man: 
delkern went to the polkovnik or 
colonel of the cavalry regiment gar. 
risoned at Blelostok and reccived prac: 
tically the same answer. 

In the fashionable Restaurants 
d’Anon at St. Petersburg Mr. Mandel- 
kern fell in with two members of the 
nobility, and he thought he would get 
the other side at last. But what he 
heard was the same cry for u change, 
and it was uttered loudly in a crowded 
place without attracting the least at- 
tention. 

“What is there to be afraid of?” sald 
one of the men, noticing Mr. Mandel- 
kern’s timidity. ‘Everybody knows 
this. It cannot be helped.” 

Reaching Moscow, Mr. Mandelkern 
took a drosky and ordered the dvornik 
to drive him around the “city of forty 
times forty churches,” as it is called 
by its own inhabitants. The dvornik 
took Mr. Mandelkern to the spot where 
Grand Duke Sergius was killed by a 
bomb. Pointing to the place, he said: 

“Look, barin—that’s where that dog 
was blown to pieces. <A fine sight it 
was, and all they found of him were 
a few fingers. Where do you think 
they found those, barin? In a Red 
Cross box. They were accustomed to 
be in that box. He bad 400,000,000 ru- 
bles when he died, and he stole it from 
the poor soldiers tn Manchurta.” 

“How can you speak that way of 
your valiki kniaz?” (grand dukes) ask- 
ed Mr. Mandelkern. 

“My vallki kniaz?’ repeated the 
dvorntk. “Njet, burin (No, no, lord), 
they ure not ours. They ave thieves, 
and we have nothing to do with them. 
The more of them are killed the better 
for Russia.” 

That, Mr. Mandelkern says, was the 
spirit he heard expressed everywhere 
in Russia by bigh and low, by educat- 
ed and ignorant. It was common, be 
said, next to the corruption, which was 
even more pervasive. When he was 
about to buy his railroad tickets it hap- 
pened several times that conductors 
whispered to him: “Don’t be a fool 
with your money. I'll sell you a ticket 
at half price on the train. There are 
no controllers on this road.” Bag- 
gage is carried free up to a weight of 
forty pounds. Mr. Mandelkern had a 
large overweight. Hvery time he want- 
ed to check his baggage the man re- 
celying it would say, “Give me a 
drink and I'll let it go for one-half.” 

“They are all corrupt—that ls, all 
who are in power,” said Mr. Mandel- 
kern ingconclusion. “Even Witte and 
his assistants are charged with having 
created a monopoly out of the vodka 
trade for the purpose of graft. The 
government is now losing some 70,000,- 
000 rubles on the conduct of that mo- 
nopoly a year.” 


Golf Without Profanity. 

A new sect known as “Christian Golf- 
ists” has been founded by the Rey. 
George Cady, one of the best known 
Congregational divines in Iowa, says a 
dispatch from Iowa Falls. Dr. Cady, 
who is an enthustastic golfer, manages 
to play the game without using pro- 
faue language, and he thinks he can 
induce others to drop that habit.

Bern- 
ard and Dr. Ebbitt were called to see 
the horses and are buay making exam- 
ination of a number of auapected cages 
Jn examining these they nae what ia 
called tha Mallein teat, which consists 
of the hypodermic injection of a fluid 
which greatly increases the horse’s 
temperatare and thia canses the symp- 
tome of the disease to show unmistak- 
ably if the horse isa affected 

The origin of these cases of glanders 
ia traced to a horse from Palmyra 
Neb., named ‘'Boneateel'’ who had 
the disease about a year ago. It ia 
well that vigorous Inveatigation be 
instituted for thedisease is x dreadful 
one and the stata law compels the 
killing of all animala found aftected 
with it.

At $100 per ton the value 
of this mountain ean be computed In 
billions by any one who will multiply 
100 by 8 This mountain, standing 
at the north end of the Funeral range, 
within a stone’s throw of Death valley, ' 
makes “Borax” Smith easily the richest 
man in the world from a point of re- 
sources. But this borax deposit is 
merely a lining for the pot of gold that 
rests in the Funeral range.

PUBLIC SKATING RINK. 


One of Jersey City’s Avenues the 
Paradise of Rollers. 


“Where are you going, my pretty maid?’ 
“I'm going a-skating, sir,’’ she said. 


The maid who was thus interrogated 
wag nu native of Jersey City, for there 
the roller skating fad has broken out 
this Spring with a force seemingly that 
cannot be checked, In New York roll- 
er skating 1s almost wholly an Indoor 
sport. In Jersey City it {8 an outdoor 
pastime and an institution. There ev- 
erybody skates, even father, says the 
New York ‘Tribune. 

Who introduced the fad no one 
knows, but It hag taken firm hold on 
the population and promises to eclipse 
even baseball, tennis and croquet this 
spring und summer, The comparison in 
the sale of roller skates in the last few 
weeks with the sale of rackets and 
balls would indicate that this will be 
true. Iloller skating In Jersey City is 
under the supervision and protection of 
the police, and the favorite place for 
skaters Is In Bergen avenue, one of the 
best sections of the city. 

In that street from Communipaw ave- 
nue to I‘nirmont avenue, a distance of 
about half a mile, every afternoon and 
night except Sunday when the weather 
permits « continuous procession of 
skaters, numbering from 2,000 to 4,000 
meu, women and children, can be seen 
eliding back xnd forth on the stretch 
of asphalt pavement. Many of the 
skaters come from Bloomfield, New- 
ark and other nearby towns. 

Although children skate to and from 
school, Bergan avenue is not well filled 
with skaters until the evening, when 
the grownups come on the scene. After 
nightfall no wagons are permitted in 
the avenue, though now®and then an 
tnterloper in the form of a bicyclist ap- 
pears, but the police soon drive him 
away. 

Added to the thousands on the pave- 
ment sre many spectators who stand 
at the curb. Of course the fancy skater 
who cuts Imaginary figures {s on hand 
and always has an admiring crowd of 
onlookers. 

There also can be seen the giddy, 
fearsome young girl just learning and 
the young couple who skate along 
with hands affectionately clasped. 
The peanut vender is on hand, and 
oceasionally a German band. At 10:30 
the police stop the skating. 

The skating craze has reformed some 
of the men who heretofore knew only 
the skate that comes from Jersey ap- 
plejack. 

According to a dealer in roller skates, 


the craze has not yet reached its 
height.

DIVORCES IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Suit Filed Every Two Minutes and De- 
cree Granted Every Three Minutes. 
During working hours of court off- 

cials there is a divorce suit filed every 

two minutes and a divorce granted 
every three minutes, in the United 

States, according to figures compiled 

by the census bureau. This has bec. 

the average for the last twenty years. 
and census officials say the number Is 
inerensing at an alarming rate. 

Tor the twenty year period from 1867 
to 1887 there were only 328,000 divorce 
suits filed in this country. For the 
twenty year period from 1887 to 1907 
the number aggregates 1,400.000, or 
four times the number for the first pe- 
riod. Ylowever, the population also in- 
creased somewhat. Experts figure 
that for the twenty year period prior 
to 1SS7 there were thirty-three divorces 
for every 100,000 inhabitants. while for 
the twenty year period from 1887 to 
1907 there were seventy divorces for 
Decrees are 
issued in about two-thirds of the suits 
filed. 

“The astonishing thing developed by 
the investigatton now being made by 
the census bureau,” says an official, 
“is that the greatest Increase in di- 
vorees is tn the rural districts. I do 
not mean by this that the rural districts 
furnish the most divorce cases. The 
cities still do that. But the tncrease in 
cities for the last twenty year perlod 
over the period from 1867 to 1887 Is not 
as large as tie Increase in the rural dis- 
tricts. We are now trying to find out 
the cause of the increase both in city 
and country.” 

The bureau has a hundred agents in 
the field gatherlng divorce statistics. 
It is now getting detalls such as the 
cause of pruceedings, whether husband 
or wife file l suit, whether suit was 
contested, number of children, whether 
alimony was paid and if intemperance 
was either the direct or the indirect 
cause.

Georgia Erects Bullock Hall at 
the Jamestown Fair. 


PRESIDENT’S MOTHER’S HOME 


Mr. Roosevelt to Speak From Steps of 
the Replica June 10—His Family 
Connections With Dixie Land and the 
Confederacy Are Recalled. 


“Bullock Hall,” the famous landmark 
which links the name of President 
Roosevelt with the south, is to be re- 
produced at the Jamestown exposition, 
A St. Louis man, John Colligan, is now 
at Norfolk superintending the construc- 
tion of the building. 

President Roosevelt has frequently 
expressed himself as being proud of 
his southern blood and of the part his 
ancestors and iminediate relatives Live 
had in southern history. The repro:huc- 
tion of Bullock Efall, his mother’s home, 
at the Jamestown exposition near Nor- 
folk is material evidence that the south, 
and especially the state of Georgia, 
which has the closest claim on him, 
does not fail to reciprocate this feel- 
ing more or less strongly in spite of 
President Roosevelt's prongunced Re- 
publicanism and certain positions he 
bas taken on the negro question, says 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

On Ceorgin day, June 10 next, Presi- 
dent RooseveH will speak from the 
stone steps of Bullock thal as it will 
then stund at Jamestown. ‘ne stone 
forming this step was put in place in 
the old home by President Roosevelt's 
great-creat-grandfather, Governor Bul- 
lock of Georgina, and from it Governor 
Bulk ck delivered his speech of accept- 
wnee when he was made “president of 
the Ceoria colony,” as the position 
was then called. ‘he original stone 
bus been removed and taken to James- 
town, ‘The remainder of the building 
is to bea replica of the Georgia home. 

President Roosevelt’s appeul to the 
sentiment of the south is not merely 
the passive fact that his mother and 
her people lived there, however. ‘The 
name of Bullock stands for as much 
in the south as does the name of 
Roosevelt in New York. It is indelibly 
linked with the lost cause and asso- 
ciated with one who was in many 
ways the most daring and picturesque 
of those who espoused the Confeder- 
acy—Captain Raphael Semmes, com- 
mander of the famous Alabama. 

“One of my uncles was an admiral 
in the Confederate navy,’ President 
Roosevelt has said, “and another fired 


the last gun fired aboard the Ala- 
bama.” 
Bullock Ital], which is now being 


erected as the Georgia state building 
at Jamestown, was the home of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s mother, Miss Martha 
Bullock, aud of the two uncles who 
served the Confederacy so strikingly 
and valorously. It was there that 
Theodore Roosevelt, Sr., the president's 
father, went as an attendant of Dr». 
Wilborne West of .’hiladelpbhia when 
that zeentleman married Miss Susan El- 
liott, half-sister of Miss Bullock. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Sr., met Miss 
Bullock on that occasion. The Bul- 
locks were among the proud old south- 
ern aristocracy, and for a week preced- 
ing and after the wedding ceremonies 
which made Miss Elliott the wife of 
Dr, West a gay and brilliant gathering 
assembled at Bullock Hall. 

It was several years afterward, how- 
ever, before Theodore Roosevelt, Sr., 
made another visit to Bullock Hall that 
was as important as his first. During 
that time his courtship of Martha Bui- 
lock had continued, and finally they 
were married, and thus the Dutch aris- 
tocracy of the New York Roosevelts 
and the Scotch southern aristocracy of 
the Bullocks were joined. Theodore 
Roosevelt was a son of this union. 

Bullock Hall stands now, as it did 
then, at Roswell, Cobb county, Ga. It 
was built, as before stated, by Govern- 
or Bullock, and is of the old southern 
colonial style. 

Immense pillars rise in front to the 
second story, forming a porch on which 
many people noted in the history of the 
south have been received. The house 
itself is large—was very large at the 
time it was built—comprising probably 
twelve or fourteen rooms. 

In surroundings the old house at 
Roswell represents very well what it 
did when President Roosevelt’s father 
went there after his bride. One of the 
bridesmaids still lives adjacent, at 
Barrington Hall. 


Modernizing Asia Minor.

A vigorous campaign of meetings for 
men only will be started in the fall. 
The treasurer of the Jeague is Stanton 
Coit, for many years a resident of 
London, a son of the late Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Coit of Columbus, one of Ohio’s 
pioneer woman suffragists.

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COWS MILKED BY MACHINERY. 


Washington City Served From ths 
Mechanical Dairy. 

Milking cows by machinery is one of 
the latest Inventions to be put to prac- 
tical use, and, although the method has 
not been In vogue many months, a dairy 
furm sending milk to the city of Wash- 
ington bonsts of possessing the innova- 
tion. 

The farm in question is at Rosecrort. 
Md., and {s less than 1,000 feet from 
the District line and about two miles 
south of Congress Heights. Walter R. 
Powell owns the farm. He exhibited 
his machine equipped cow stable to a 
Washington Star reporter, claiming 
that the machines are a great success. 
Mr. Powell says that milk taken from 
the cow by machine {Is not only free 
from dirt and bacteria, but the result 
is more pleasant and comfortable to the 
animal, 

The health officer of the District and 
District veterinarians, whose duty it is 
to regularly inspect dairy farms fur- 
nishing the local milk supply, say the 
machine brings the milk from the cow 
in a condition that is as pure as could 
be desired. The beauty of the machine, 
it is pointed out, ig that the milk comes 
in contact with nothing except the rub- 
ber tube running to the milk pail. By 
the ordinary method of milking, the of- 


ficials explain, milk often becomes !n- ; 


fected by contact with the fingers of 
the persons milking or by dripping 
from the sides of the animal to the pail 
or by dripping from some other object 
before entering the pail. 

The mechanism of the “cow milker,’’ 
as the machine Is called, is compara- 
tively simple. The milking is done en- 
tirely by compressed air. The ma- 
chines used by Mr. Powell are about 
the size of an alarm clock and have 
rubber cups attached. The machine is 
placed on top of a six gallon can, which 
holds the milk as it {s drawn from the 
cow, and the cups are attached to the 
animal. The milk does not come from 
the cow in a stream, but is drawn inter- 
mittently, The maehine is connected 
by tubes which run along the stalls in 
the stable to 2 power house. The pow- 
er is furnished by a five horsepower 
gas engine. 

Although the machine does not milk 
a cow any faster than does the or- 
dinary hand process, it accomplishes 
more in that it can milk two cows at 
the same time. The cups are an im- 
portant factor. They are shaped like 
small funnels and are made of soft 
rubber. They are also of various sizes. 

Mr. Powell says that of his forty- 
eight cows not more than one or two in 
any way object to the machine. 


TEXAS WANTS LADYBUGS.

Millions of Them to Kill the Green Bug 
Pest of the Wheatfields. 

hk. TL. Miller, Texas state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, wants to turn 
loose millions of ladybugs upon the 
wheatfields of ‘fexas to kill the green 
bugs which are destroying that crop. 

The lezislature was asked to make 
an appropriation of $10,000 for the pur- 
pose of gathering vast numbers of the 
ladybugs t: sether and colonizing them 
upon te wheat lands. The request 
was minde in all seriousness, but the 
comn.ittee to which the bill was re- 
ferred looked upon it as a joke, and it 
was killed, says the New York Sun, 

The state has a bug farm in opera- 
tion at Colieze Station. It is conducted 
by A I*. Conradi, who has demonstrat- 
ed to his own satisfaction that the 
green bug is the natural prey of the 
ladybug. : 

The latter is a voracious eater and 
feasts all day on green bugs without 
satisfying its appetite. The appear- 
ance of the green bug pest every six 
or seven years is attributed to the fact 
that the ladybugs, having wiped out 
their natural prey, starve to death 
themselves. 

When the ladybugs are all gone or 
greatly reduced in numbers the green 
bugs begin +o multiply with marvelous 
rapidity, aud in a short time they be- 
come a pest. They commit their rav- 
ages for a year or two until the lady- 
bugs Jearn about it and increase in 
numbers sufliciently to destroy them. 

If the legislature had made the ap- 
propriation asked it was planned by 
Mr. Conradi to go to some of the east 
Texas counties, where vast numbers of 
the ladybugs are found, and gather a 
few million of them and ship them 
into the suffering wheat growing re- 
gion of the state. Mr. Miller says that 
if the appropriation had been made 
promptly so that the ladybugs could 
have been uistributed over the wheat- 
fields earlier in the season several mil- 
lion bushels of wheat would have beeu 
saved. 

It is estimated that the green bugs 
through, their ravages ‘this season will 
cause a falling off of not less than 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat in the yield 
in Texas. Mr. Conradi thinks he could 
have gathered enough ladybugs in one 
county in east Texas to destroy every 
green bug in the wheat growing region 
of the state. 


Biggest Green Diamond. 

What is believed to be the largest 
and most perfect green diamond that 
has ever come into the United States 
has been appraised by examiners of 
the local customs office, says the New 
York Herald. The stone, weighing two 
and one-half carats, almost as dark 
green as an emerald, of upusual bril- 
liancy and valued at close to $6,000, 
was consigned to a New York jewelry 
house from Amsterdam. 

Although the examiners handle mil- 
Mons of dollars’ worth of precious 


stones each month, the green diamdnd 


created much interest among them be- 
cause of its great rarity. Michael Na- 
than, deputy appraiser, who is in 
charge of the diamond and art ware di- 


vision, stated that {t was the third ' 


green diamond which had been brought 
into America within five or six years 
and by far the finest.

STOP TRYSTING LETTERS. 


Postmaster Directed to Enforce Rules 
Regarding “General Delivery.” 

In an effort to stop the use of post- 
office “general dslivery” windows as a 
sort of trysting place for young peo- 
ple Postmaster General Hitchcock 
has directed that the postal laws and 
regulations in that regard be more 
stringently enforced by’ all postmas- 
ters. : 

For some time complaints have been 
made that this branch of the service 
was being ;mproperly used by minors 
and by residents ordinarily served by 
carriers, 

Postinasters may require all persons 
to furnish in writing their names and 
addresses and statements of their’ rea- 
sons for preferring to be served at the 
general delivery. Minors mpy be re- 
quested to furnish similar informiation 
and also the names of their purents in 
order that the parents may. be notified 
and -prve an .qnportunity to control 
the delivery! of the mail. 

Postinasters at offices not- having 
city carrier service may notify the’ par- 
ents of minors in all instanees where 
It appears to them that the minors are 
using the general delivery for getting 
their mail under objectionable cireum- 
stances.
